REMARKS 

In the outstanding Notice to File Corrected Application Papers 
the application was objected to as having drawing figures 
containing text that is not in English. 

By this Response to Notice to File Corrected Application 
Papers, a Letter to the Draftsperson is submitted transmitting 
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amended formal drawings of Figs. 4 and 18-21 wherein the foreign 
language text has been translated into the English language; and 
the objections to the drawings of Figs. 5-7 are traversed. 

It is respectfully submitted that the above amendments 
introduce no new matter within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 132. 

Drawing Objections 

The drawings were objected to as having text not in the 
English language. 

RESPONSE 

Submitted herewith is a Letter to the Draftsperson 
transmitting amended formal drawings of Figs. 4 and 18-21 wherein 
the foreign language text has been translated into the English 
language . 

Applicants respectfully traverse the objections with respect 
to Figs. 5-7. 

37 CFR 1.84(p)(2) requires that the English alphabet be used 
for letters, except where another alphabet is customarily used. As 
an example, the CFR notes that the Greek alphabet is typically used 
to indicate angles, wavelengths, and mathematical formulas. 
Applicants respectfully submit that non-English language materials 
depicted in Figs. 5-7 are NOT letters in the textual sense and 
therefore 37 CFR 1.84(p)(2) is inapplicable to Figs. 5-7. 
Applicants respectfully submit that any non-English language 
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materials depicted in Figs 5-7 are graphical and/or pictorial 
elements which are themselves non-English. Thus, it is submitted 
that since Figs. 5-7 depict non-English graphical or pictorial 
elements, the requirement of 37 CFR 1.84(p)(2) that letters be in 
the English language is inapplicable. It is submitted that 37 CFR 
1.84(p)(2) is inapplicable because the non-English graphical or 
pictorial elements are within the exception to 37 CFR 1.84(p)(2) 
which permits non English language materials to be used where 
another alphabet is customarily used. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections 
is respectfully requested.
